The meeting was called to order by the Hon. 
Charles B. Farwell, who nominated A. C. 
Fuller, of Boone County, for Chairman. 

Gen. Fuller was elected and returned thanks. 
He fancied, from the use of the word “ breth- 
ren by Mr. Farwell, there was to be a class- 
meeting, and, without occupying any time, he 
would call upon the brethrgn to relate their 


riences. 

Mr. Farwell remarked that expressions as to 
the political situation in the several districts.

fis Death Yesterday at Cincinnati, from 
Paralysis, Aged 54, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Crxcrynati, O., July 19.—George E. Pugh 
died at twenty-six minutes after 10 this evening 
at his residence, northeast corner of Third and 
Lawrence streets. His death had been long ex- 
pected. He had been long unconscious, and his 
demise to-night was simply a passing from 
sleep into death. As you have been 
advised, he had been paralyzed. He would 
have been 54 years old in November next. 

He was born at Cincinnati, O., Nov. 22, 1822. 
His paternal ancestors were of the old Friends’ 
stock, and came to America with William Penn. 
The family moved from Pennsylvania to North 
Carolina, and thence to Cincinnati in 1802, 
before Ohio was admitted into the Union. His 
father, Lot Pugh, was for a time Cashier of the 
old Cincinnati Bank, and afterwards a promi- 
The family of his mother, 
whose name was Rachel Anthony, removed 
from Lynchburg, Va., to Cincinnati in 1810. 
Her father, Christopher Anthony, was a Quaker 
preacher, and her brother, of the same name, 
was one of the jurorsin the trial of Aaron 


Burr. 

George E. Pugh received his early education 
at the best schools in Cincinnati, after which he 
went to Miami University, where he graduated 
in 1840 at the age of 17, the youngest in his 


class. 
Having studiod law with his brother, Jordan 


A. Pugh, who, although be died 
early, manifested brilliant and varied pow- 
ers as a pleader and advocate during 
a career of some years as an attorney in Cin- 
cinnati, he was admitted to the Bar of the Su- 
preme Court at Columbus in December, 1848. 

He practiced in company with his brother-in- 
law, S. M. Hart, for two years, and between 
1848 and 1852 was asseédated in practice with 
George H. Pendleton, who had been a school- 
mate aud classmate. 

In 1847, after the beginning of the war with 
Mexico, he entered the army as a Captain in 
the Fourth Ohio Volunteer Infantry, and went 
under Gen. Taylor up the Rio Grande to Pueblo 
where he was detached from his regiment and 

laced on the staff of Gen. Joseph Lane. Hav- 
— served in this capacity until the treaty of 
peace was signed he returned to Cincinnati and 
resumed the practice of his profession. 

He was elected to the State Legislature from 
Hamilton County in 1848, and re-elected in the 
following year. 

He took an active part in calling the Conven- 
tion to form the new Constitution. 

He served as City Solicitor of Cincinnati, and 

in 1851, under the new Constitutién, was elected 
Attorney-General of the State, defeating the 
Hon. Henry Stanbery, the “Whig candidate, by 
28,000 votes. He afterwards declined a re-elec- 
tion. 
On the expiration of Salmon P. Chase's term 
in the United States Senate, Mr. Pugh was 
nominated and elected to a seat in that body, 
defeating Mr. Chase by two-thirds of the House, 
His term began in March, 1555. 

While in the Senate he served on various 
Committees, includifig those of the Judiciary 
the Public Lands, and several minor select 
Committees. 

In 1860 he was a candidate for re-election, but 
was then defeated in turn by Mr. Chasc. 

Mr. Pugh was chosen head of the Ohio dele- 
gates to the Charleston Convention in 1860, 
where he took a very prominent part, and made 
a speech which was considered the finest ora- 
torical effort of his life. On this occasion he 
voted for all of Jefferson Davis’ resolutions but 
one. Afterwards, he seconded John J. Critten- 
den’s compromise measures in the Senate, ad- 
vocating them in an eloquent speech, which 
ranked next the one made at leston.

THE LOST TAXES. 

We do not propose to offer legal advice to 
the Law Department of the city, but we do 
suggest that the recovery of the $1,304,000 
taxes for the years 1874 and 1873 is worthy 
of even more than ordinary exertion, espe- 
cially in the present condition of the city 
finances. Weare aware that the Supreme 
Court has been asked to grant a rehearing in 
the case in which that Court pronounced 
Bill 300 to be unconstitutional and void.

It 
will be useless to tell the 
that in the entire proceedings there is a 
total absence of fraud or injustice, or of 
any suspicion that the property concerned 
was not lawfully the subject of taxation to 
the amount and for the purpose specified. 
It will be useless to tell the Court that the 
city has no revenue save what it derives 
from taxation; that this money has been 
expended ; that the city is now indebted 
therefor ; that the property has derived full 
benefit from this expenditure ; and that the 
city, hampered on the one hand by a bonded 
debt at its maximum amount, and on the 
other by the non-collection of taxes, is in 
the perils of bankruptcy if this amount of 
its current revenue be extinguished. Ordi- 
narily these facts and circumstances would 
be sufficient to invoke the aid of the Courts 
to enforce the payment of the taxes. 

The Court, however, has decided adversely 
to the city on other grounds,—on grounds 
which are wholly exclusive of the merits 
and equities of the case. It has decided 
that there were on the statute-book two 
acts of the Legislature having the same end 
in view, but each providing its own ma- 
chinery ; that, by the express prohibition 
of the Constitution, these two acts could 
not be valid at the same time,—that one of 
them was void, not merely voidable,— 
was legally a blank page; that the 
city, with a natural - proneness to 
blunders, discarded the actual and only 
law of the State, and followed the pre- 
tended law ; that.the act being void, all pro- 
ceedings under it, from beginning to end, 
were equally void, having no semblance of 
legal authority. The Court has not decided 
that this tax was levied illegally or for illegal 
purposes, but that no tax at all was ever levied, 
and that the assessment on which the city 
had pretended to act was not an assessment 
in fact or substance. Under these circum. 
stances, is it worth while to ask the Court to 
reverse a judgment so deliberate as this, and 
upon which the Court was unanimous and 
explicit ? 

The General Revenue law of the State, 


firms to be the only law on the subject, and 
equally applicable to city taxes as to State 
taxes, has a provision which perhaps may 
coverthis case. In Secs. 276-7, it is de- 
clared that if any real or personal property 
shall be omitted in the assessment of any

If 
we do not want a hereditary aristocracy, let us put 
an end, in the most summary and conclusive man- 
ner, tothe first step toward it, now proposed by 
Buruszerorp B. Harss. This can be done by 
giving a very large majority against him. 

For years the Sun has fairly clamored for 
Civil-Service reform, for restoration of the 
Administration to the Jurrgrsonun test, 
making the tenure of office dependent upon 
fitness and fidelity, and for the destruction 
of the infamous, corrupting spoils system 
invented by Jackson, and perpetuated by 
machine politicians and patronage peddlers. 
The Sun has joined with all other advocates 
of Civil-Service reform in demanding that 
public offices be no longer disposed of to 
political strikers and camp-followers as 
booty ; that Senators and Congressmen be 
not permitted to usurp the power of ap- 
pointment to make of it a means of bribery 
by which to secure’ re-election and to 
organize and maintain their gangs of 
placemen to run the machine; and that re- 
movals for political considerations,”—that 
is, the kicking of men out of office to make 
place for spoilsmen—should cease. 

This precisely is what Gov, Hays, in his 
letter.of acceptance, has pledged himself to 
do. Instead of regarding the public offices 

as spoils to be distributed as rewards for 
party service, he recognizes them as sacred 
public trusts, to be administered not in the 
interest of,party, but of the whole people, 
the sole desideratum being that they shall be 
honestly and efficiently administered. He 
proposes to make an end of the spoils-bribery 
system by refusing to order the usual clean 
sweep to make places for political workers, 
and to make it the rule that no man who 
faithfully and capably discharges the duties 
of his place shall be turned out. This the 
Sun, reiterating the stale, exploded argu- 
ment of the machine-men in defense of the 
spoils system, calls creating an aristocracy of 
office-holders. It is the system which ob- 
tained in this country under Wasnreroy, 
Jerrzerson, and the Apamses, and from the or- 
ganization of the Government down to Jacx- 
son’s time—a period of sixty years. Why didn’t 
they build up that aristocracy of office-holders 
then, in the days when the aristocracy of po- 
litical managers who, through their co ntrol of 
appointments, ‘‘run the machine,” was un- 
known? It is precisely the system that ob- 
tains in banks, and factories, and great pri- 
vate business establishments,—continuance 
in place being dependent solely upon good 
behavior. But we have yet to hear of an in- 
stance where it has developed an hereditary 
aristocracy of cashiers and bookkeepers, or 
has developed anything else than order, dis- 
patch of business, fidelity, and intelligent 
discharge of duty, which are what is required 
in every department of the Civil Service. 
This howl about the dreadful aristocracy of 


office-holders that could be built up by re- 


quiring .of office-holders that they devote 
themselves to their duties instead of work- 
ing the machine, comes only of a malevo- 
lence toward Hares and the Republican 
party that scruples at nothing to defeat 
either, and of the dishonesty that first found 
utterance in the phrase, To the victors be- 
long the spoils.” If there were no other 
reason for electing Hayrzs, it would be 
enough that he is pledged to destroy that 
thieves’ system.

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LAMAR’S APOLOGY FOR MURDER. 

That was an edifying and lucid explanation 
given by the eloquent Lamar of the Ham- 
burg massacre,—that the responsibility for 
it rests with the weak Governments “foisted” 
upon the South. But, even with his added 
assurance that the people of the entire 
South deplore and condemn ‘‘such occur- 
rences,” the eloquent Laman’s explanation is 
altogéther too thin. It doesn’t explain that 
the only Government guilty of weakness, and 
worse than weakness, in the affair, was the 
Democratic Government of Georgia. At Au- 
gusta, one of the chief cities of that State, 
was publicly recruited, organized, and equip- 
ped a body of between 200 and 300 men, 
who, fully armed and provided with cannon, 
from thence set out to invade the adjoining 
State of South Carolina to murder, as they 
didin most barbarous, cowardly fashion, inof- 
fensive citizens thereof. But neither the 
Governor of Georgia, nor the Sheriff of the 
county, nor the Mayor of Augusta, nor the 
police, nor one of the citizens who comprise 
twenty-odd thousand of the people of the 
entire South,” who, in the eloquent La- 
Man's phrase, condemn such occurrences,”

Gen. Burier rode over to Augusta and told sev- 
eral young men that he might need their services in 
Hamburg during the afternoon. He then returned 
to the town. Just after crossing the bridge he was 
met by Prince Rivers, who said he would make one 
more effort to induce the negroes to give up their 
guns, and, if they would not yield, they must take 
the consequences. Accordingly he conferred with 
the officers of the company, and shortly returned 
to Gen. Bur_er with the announcement that the 
negroes said they would not give up their guns; 
they intended to fight. In the meantime the news 
of the trouble had spread in Augusta and caused 
much excitement. A large number of young men 
hastily procured arms and ammunition and has- 
tened to the scene. Many others waited at the 
foot of the bridge anxiously awaiting the result. 
By 7 o’clock there was a large crowd at that point. 
Upon learning the result of Rivers’ efforts, Gen. 
Butven determined to accomplish by force that 
which could not be done by peaceable demands. 
The negroes had intrenched themselves in a large 
brick structure, known as Smir's building, on a 
corner, and defied the whites. The latter sur- 
rounded the house, and at half-past 7 o'clock 
opened fire upon it. i 

What also the eloquent Laman’s explana- 
tion fails to explain away is, that the entire 
South,” instead of condemning such oc- 
ourrences as this Hamburg massacre, ap- 
proves of it, as it bas approved of every negro 
massacre, as demonstrated by the fact that 
never for any of the long series of these has 
any Southern Government or South- 
ern official interfered to bring any of the 
nigger-hunters to justice. But as often as 
military aid has been invoked by outraged 
justice, the entire South has howled, as 
the eloquent Lamar did Tuesday, against 
military interference in State affairs. ; 

The eloquent Laman, however, is right 
about one thing. Such occurrences” as 
this Hamburg massacre could not occur in 
the late Confederate States were the Gov- 
ernments stronger there. The strength they 
need is of the sort that will overpower the all- 
pervading bardarism bred of and that survives 
slavery ; strength strong enough to make it 
no ‘less dangerous for the chivalry to 


gunning after the chivalry ; strong enough to 
promptly clap into jail such murderers as 
„that chevalier sans peur, sans reproche,” 
Gen. M. C. Boran; and strong enough to 
send all such from the jail to the scaffold. 
Only strong Governments of such sort pre- 
cisely can stamp out the barbarism of the 
chivalry; and, where the State Governments 
have not such strength, or will not use it, it 
devolves upon the General Government, as 
in this instance, with all its power to apply 
it, andto compel recognition of the equal 
rights of all citizens, irrespective of color, 
once for all, so that never again shall such 
rights be cliallenged. 


COMMERCIAL DEPRESSION IN INDIA. 

The intelligence from England is to the 
effect that there prevails in India a serious 
financial and commercial distress which is of 
a somewhat peculiar character. Silver has 
always been the standard measure of values 
in India, and the present distress is due to 
the serious decline in the value of silver. 
India is the best customer of Great Britain. 
The trade of the country is represented by 
annual imports in 1874 of £32,500,000, and 
exports, £56,874,000. Her debt, which is 
£108,000,000, is mainly held in England. 
The transactions of India with all European 
nations are necessarily upon a gold standard. 
The decline in the value of silver has reached 
that extent that exchange on London is now 
31 per cent, that being the measure of dif- 
ference between the silver currency of India 
and the gold standard of London. The cur- 
rency of India, being a legal-tender and de- 
preciated, has caused a nominal advance in 
the price of commodities ; debts are payable 
in the depreciated legal-tender, as well as 
payments to the Government, while all re- 
mittances to London have to be on the gold 
basis. In short, India is now in the same 
condition with respect to her currency and 
foreign trade that the United States have 
been for years. She has a legal-tender which 
is not only depreciated but fluctuating,— 
wanting the essential quality of fixity in 
value. Practically, there is 31 per cent, with 
a large margin for fluctuations, added to the 
‘cost of living in India, as measured by the 
silver standard. The Government taxes, 
payable in silver, are no longer adequate, 
and will have to be advanced to meet the 
deficiency in the purchasing power of the 
money that is collected. There is, there- 
fore, Governmental distress, commercial 
wreck, and individual calamity; and, as the 
country has large dealings with Great 
Britain, the effects will be seriously felt in 
the manufacturing districts of England. 

This wave, which has disturbed the finan- 
cial centres and produced so much disaster, 
has taken a wide range. Five years ago 
there was a wild rage for speculation in the 
Austrian Empire. There was a grand sys- 
tem of internal improvements projected. 
For this purpose there were all manner of 
companies organized, such as construction 
‘companies, credit mobiliers, credit fon- 
ciers, and others by various names. 
These companies were credit concerns; 
they offered extraordinary profits to stock- 
holders, and loaned credits to all manner of 
companies to build cities, operate farms, car- 
ry on manufactures, build railways, and gen- 


- erally do anything and everything for which 


money is needed. As part of this came the 
issue of paper money ; inflation, high prices, 
increased, wages; enormous profits for a 
while; then a collapse and a breakdown, 
leaving nothing but the depreciated paper 
money to curse the country and embarrass 
trade and production ever since. Austria 


ing ever since under a financial cloud. 

The German disaster was from a sudden 
plethora of money obtained from France. 
The French indemnity was paid mostly in 
silver. The Treasury was burdened with it. 
The Government made large expenditures 
for naval purposes, also for the construction 
of military railways. A large class of nranu- 
factories were called for, which, when com- 
pleted, were of no productive value to the 
country. Money was plenty, wages in- 
creased largely; the cost of living also 
increased. The German mannfacturers, 
who had not only supplied the 
home market, but had largely exported, 
could no longer produce at prices admitting 
competition with the imported goods. The 
result was, German production fell off; 
wages were reduced; strikes followed. In 
the meantime:the plethora of money had a 
disastrous effect upon social habits. Ex- 
travagance took the place of thrift, men 


the money that had come into the country 
in such large amount and so suddenly begun 
to flow out. It was silver which was now 
exportable, and gold had to be bought to 
pay France and England for the goods and 
wares which Germany no longer produced, 
but imported. The discount on silver was 
heavy, and in a comparatively brief space of 


time Germany had paid out in gold, in ex-

The general wave of commercial depres- 
sion is now seriously felt in England. While 
the Banks of and of France, and of 
the United States, and generally the financial 
markets of the world, have unprecedented 
volumes of money awaiting investment, 
there is a general The manu- 


factures of England are measurably stag - 


nant; the iron and cotton productions have 


lost their markets. The effect on labor is. 


severe. Operatives are discharged, wages 


longer able to keep them. We need not re- 
fer to the condition of affairs at home. 
Gradually but inevitably, with all the force 
of gravitation, everything is getting down to 
what may be called the hard-pan. Inflation 
has exhausted itself. It has done ite worst,— 
has disturbed the ‘world’s commerce and 
wrought immense private ruin. The world 
is getting down to the lowest cash values; 
interest and dividends will decline in their 
nominal rates, but will keep pace with the 
general restoration of actual values. The 


only difficulty in the way of this general 


restoration is the fictitious standards of value 

which still remain. Paper money of various 

grades, and now silver, all must give way to 

the one universal standard, and the world 

must resume business and rebuild produc- 

tion and commerce from that initial point.

HARD TIMES ALL BOUND. 

When you are in misery yourself, it is 
some little com ion to know that your 
neighbor is in misery also. It may not be a 
very charitable or unselfish view of the social 
economy, but when people are in misery 
they are apt to be uncharitable and selfish. 
If a man’s house burns up and involves his 
neighbor's house also, they two are on the 
same plane and can sympathize with each 
other, and, if they don't sympathize, can 
abuse each other, and there is some pleas 
ure in that. If a man is driven into 
bankruptcy, he can bear the loss of his prop- 
erty with a certain degree of equanimity, 
provided his neighbor is in the same fix. 
The laws of morals and of nature that govern 
individuals also govern nations. It will be 
no news to any one that this country is just 
now suffering from hard times, and that it 
has been suffering with this trouble for some 
years past. As individuals, there is ample 
compensation in the fact that there are no 
exceptions to the rule. Sra knows that 
Brown is hard up, and Mrs. Jonnson knows 
that, although she cannotcut so huge a figure 
at Saratoga or Newport this year as usual, 
Mrs. Tuompson is no better off, and there is u 
keen enjoyment in such knowledge that 
takes off the edge of the stringency. If Mrs. 
Tompson had to reduce the cost of her bon- 
net or the size of her panier, and Mrs. Jonx- 
son could run both on the regulation stand- 
ard, Mrs. Tuompson’s sorrow would be as 


poignant as Mrz, Jonnson's pride would be 


peculiar, and, while Mrs. Taompson would 
have very little left in this world worth 
living for, Mrs. Jonson would find 
everything too lovely for anything. 
As a nation, however, we have supposed 
ourselves to be alone in our misery, have re- 
fused to be comforted, and have wailed and 
wept.. We have croaked, played Jeremiah, 
and made ourselves as dismal as possible, 
notwithstanding it is the Centennial year 
and Carrer Harnison’s eagle is spreading 
his tail-feathers all over the continent. It 
will now come as a sovereign balm and 
precious panacea, that we are not alone as 
a nation in the enjoyment of hard times. 
The last number of the London Spectator 
comes to us with a wail about hard times, 
as dismal as any that we have uttered. It 
wears sables as black as ours, and its face is 
as long and lonesome. Its hard times are 
just like our hard times. In drawing a pict- 
ure of the general stringency, it draws our 
own portrait. How natural this looks, for 
instance : 

Everybody says these are very hard times, and, 
from. one point of view at least, everybody 18 
right. These are very hard times for the well-to- 
do, and for those who depend in any degree on 
their well-to-doishness. It is true that many of 
the usual signals of public distress are wanting; 
that the revenue does not decline seriously; that 
there is no cry for public economy; that the aver- 
age of pauperism is exceptionally low; that wages, 
though receding, especially im the iron and coal 
trades, are not abnormally bad; that the people 
waste quite as much as usual on their drink; and 
that bread is exceedingly cheap, in spite of ‘a com- 
ing harvest which the corn speculators believe can 
hardly yield a full average supply. It is true also 
that luxury seems to be as rampant as ever, that 
any amount of money is forthcoming for old china, 
for pictures with approved pedigrees, and for 
„bits of land; and that capital, usually so dim. 
cult to hire, is now to be rented at rates which it is 
hardly worth bankers’ while to take. But still, 


there is very great distress among large sections of 
the people, and it is worth while to notice where 


that distress appears to be principally felt. The 
cry comes from the comfortable, and the classes 


whom they usually maintain. 

The details of the picture are drawn with 
the same outline and finished in the same 
colors as ours. ‘‘ An extraordinary number 
of Englishmen have lost pleasant additions 
to their regular income,” likewise of Ameri- 
cans. ‘* Half the power of spending money 
on unnecessary things,” says the Spectator, 
‘‘has been lost.” That's the reason why 
Mrs. Crasvus only stops two weeks at Sara- 
toga this year instead of four, as usual. 
Small capitaliste are not exactly losing their 
money, but they are losing the usual interest 
on their money, are compelled to submit to 
lower prices, give longer credit, and contract 
their dealings.” How many of our small 
capitalists have uttered the same dismal wail ! 
The average Englishman is also doing just 
what the average American, who is not an 
idiot, is doing, namely : 

Every man in all these classes, unless reckless 
or silly, when aware of this loss of income, tries 
to save, and, of course, begins saving by dispens- 
ing, first, with things he does not particularly 
want, and next, with things the want of which will 
not break up his establishment. He does not buy 
that picture Which he fancied, he thinks the draw- 
ing-room furniture will de for another year, he is 
quite annoyed that he should be using a second 
carriage, he can do very well without any gold- 
smith’s goods, and as for increasing his establish- 
ment, that is not to be thought of. 

The Spectator gives a whole catalogue of 
victims of the hard times, Thousands of 
horses fit only for showy work are eating 
their heads off in the stable. Furniture. 
dealers can sell only the most ordinary goods. 
Coachmen are out of work, likewise butlers, 

and servants. Clerks are suffering 


eae, 
lamentably, the hard times, retrenchment, and 


bankruptcies having thrown shoals of them 
on the market. It is rather peculiar that the 
English hatter suffers more keenly and quick- 
ly than any of his brethren, which the Spec- 
tator explains as follows: Nobody wears a 
hat out as he wears a shoe out, and nobody 
waits as long as he might to buy a new hat. 
The consequence is, that most well-to-do 


people could do very well with half the hats 


they buy, and whenever they are retrenching 
purchase, 


and shoemakers, watchmakers, fancy-goods 


sellers, and book-dealers, are all complaining.» 


Two thousand coachmen’s names are on the 
books of one house, secking employment, 
which reminds one of the long list of 
„ situations wanted in the papers of our 
own large cities. In nearly every respect 
hard times in are paralleled by hard 
times in the United States. Therein is much 


comfort, growing out of fellowship in misery.

During the International Exhibition of 1873 at 
Vienna a suciety was formed for the collection 
of statistics relative to the East.

‘The wheat problem is that which now engages 
the attention of the majority of operators in pro- 
duce, and it is an enigma to all of them. The 
situation in New York is paralyzing the wheat 
trade of the country, and with little hope of 
material improvement so long as the hot weather 
continues. The heat is so intense on the seaboard, 
and there is so much moisture in the wheat, as the 
result of a wet harvest, that they are obliged to 
spread out the wheat in New York to keep 
it from utterly spoiling, and cannot store 
go much as they would under other circumstances 
in the same room. Hence the grain-dealers of 
New York are unable to take care af ali the wheat 
on hand, and shipments to that point are practicla- 
ly stopped, especially as British buyers are afraid 
to touch the wheat, because of the reports of con- 
dition. Our own wheat is all right, bat there is 
scarcely any market for it, and so prices continue 
to recede nearer and nearer to the zero point, and 
will probably continue to do so till the heated term 
is over, or till the quotations here have sunk so far 
as to discourage country holders from forwarding 
their wheat. There isa decided disposition here to 
force prices dowa to what some people call a ship- 
bing value, which, under present conditions, means 
not far from 50c, as with every decline here 
New York would go lower. The only thing to 
do is to hold the wheat here for the pres- 
ent. Our warchousts keep it cool, and the 
temperature in Chicago is much more fävor- 
able to its preservation in good order than 
that of Buffalo ar New York, to say nothing of the 
heat encountered oh the journey. It would be 
simply financial suicide for holders of wheat here to 
send it forward now, to finda market in New York, 
and they are not making the attempt. This ac- 
counts for the big premiam now paid for carrying 
wheat fn this city—it is unavoidable under the cir- 
cumstances, and, as the old proverb has it; What
